rents is living, such consent may be given by the gunr-
dian, if such child has any, and if there be no guardisn,
such consent may then be given by any of the next of kin
of such child, residing in this state ; and if there be no
guch next of kin, or if such next of kin be unknown,
such consent may be given by some suitable person to
be appointed by such judge; and in case of a child not
born in lawful wedloci, such consent may be given by
the mother.”

Seorron 2. Chapter two hundred and fifty-three of
the general laws of 1868, [1862,] is hereby repealed;
and this act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage and publication.
